Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

For claims 1-29, the prior art fails to teach a control system or packet switched 
communications system with a plurality of nodes, comprising a connectionless control 
plane for controlling the operation of the network nodes if the address of the packet is 
located in the connectionless portion of the address field in the packet header and a 
connection-oriented control plane for controlling the operation of the network nodes if 
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the address of the packet is located in the connection-oriented portion of the address 
field in the packet header.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Reeves et al. (US 7,088,717) is cited to show a system that uses 
a routing table to transport connection-less packets over a connection-oriented network. 
Kanehara (US 2001/0003526) is cited to show a packet processing apparatus in which 
connection-oriented and connectionless data transfer systems are combined.
